Annexation 
is  being  considered  to  enlarge  the  area  of  the 
national  capital,  and  to  make  room  for  a 
population  now  estimated  at  164.000.  De- 
scribing preliminary  steps  taken  to  annex  an- 
other section  of  territory.  The  Ottawa  Eve- 
ning Citizen  editorially  reports  as  follows. 
We  quote:  ' 

I ‘Annexation  to  Ottawa  of  pari  of  Glou- 
cester township.  lying  south  arid  east  of  the 
Rideau  RiVer.  w'ill  be  carried  a step  farther 
this  week  with  the  calling  of  meetings  be- 
tween-city  and  township  officials.  It  is  re- 
ported that  a form  of  preliminary  agreement 
may  be  arrived  at  as  a result. 

Tf  the  negotiations  end  in  the  expansion 
of  Ottawa’s  boundary  into  Gloucester,  it  will 
be  the  first  lime  in  53  years  that  outlying  ter- 
ritory has  been  annexed  to  the  city.’  The  last 
lime  was  in  March,  1911.  when  Meebamts- 
ville— acrer— was  brought  m and  added 
to  Victoria  ward. 

' Ottawa’s  population  in  1911  was  90- 
500.  Today,  with  the  same  area,  the  popu- 
lation is  1 64.000.  according  to  the  city  asscss- 
mem  department  These  figures  decidedly 
•uggeit  that  the  time  has  come  for  a further 
extension  of  the  city  limits.

The  story  of  Spain's  struggle  of 
almost  300  years  to  control  the  Fa- 
eifle  Northwest  «raa  outlined  to  Vic- 
toria section  of  the  British  Columbia 
Historical  Association  last  night  at 
Its  annual  meeting  by  Mr.  Justice  H. 
B.  Robertson.  prestdenL 
He  said  the  Spaniards  based  their 
claims  to  Nootka  In  part  on  a papal 
order  of  1483  allotting  to  Spain  all 
undiscovered  lands  west  of  a longi- 
tude running  through  South  Amer- 
ica. 'They  also  cited  the  fact  that 
BaltxM  was  the  first  white  man  to 
see  the  Pacific  from  the  East 
Outlining  the  growth  of  Spain's 
power  after  1500,  he  mentioned  the 
conquest  of  Mexico  and  Peru  and 
(he  Battle  of  Lepanto  in  1371  in 
which  the  Turks  were  defeated  The 
defeat  of  the  armada  by  Britain  did 
not  mean  that  Spain  was  weakened.
